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Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 13-16,22, and 24-26 are allowable. The restriction requirement between 
species A,B,C,D,E,F,G, and H as set forth in the Office action mailed on 4-19-06, has 
been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant 
to MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any 
claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 17-20 and 23, 
directed to species C,D,F,G, and H are no longer withdrawn from consideration 
because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. However, claims 
27-31, directed to an intraocular lens system including a vacuum area, remains 
withdrawn from consideration because claims 27-31 do not require all the limitations of 
an allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
no longer applicable. See In reZiegler, 443 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or substantially render obvious an intraocular lens configured to be 
received within a human eye comprising primary and secondary optically transmissive 
fluids having different densities and refractive indices within an optic body in amounts 
such that: 

a. At horizontal positions, the anterior and posterior optical centers are 
immersed in the primary fluid. 

b. At downward angled positions including 90° from horizontal, the optical 
axis extends through the primary and secondary fluids. 
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c. At upward angled positions, the secondary fluid is inhibited by a dike from 
flowing toward the anterior and posterior optical centers.
